Can't Fake Riack Opals. 

There has been a great rush ‘n 
New South Wales on account of the 
Onding of black opals, and already 
several hundred ‘‘clainis’’ have been 
pegged out by excited prospectors. 
They have reason to be excited, too, 
for if the discovery of a black onal 
field turns out to be as big as has 
been stated, many of them will be- 
come milliqnaires. 

The real black opal is not only 
one of the rarest of ail stones, bul, 
curiously enough, it is found hardly 
anywhere except in New South Wales. 
Most ordinary opals, which are us- 
ually semi-transparent, are of a blu- 
tsh or yellowish white in color, and 
found In Hungary. 

In fact, the most famous opal 
ever discovered was found there, 
and forms part of the crown jewels 
of Austria-Hungary. This magnifi- 
cent opal measures five inches by 
two and a balf inches, and If it were 
sold in the open market would fetch 
several hundred thousand pounds. 

There is a kind of black opal 
which Is fairly common and chdéep, 
but ft is not a real black opal. It is 
the ordinary opal that has become 
spollt by earth and other things. 
Opals, by the way, are one of the 
| few Precious stones which cannot be 
artificially imitated Ike rubies and 
diamonds.—Pearson's Weekly.

Lady 
Surma @’Mar Shimun, who is now In 
London, ,. comes “to ask that the 
Assyrian» Christians of Turkey in 
Asia and of Persia, most of them 
now Ihving. in exile at Bakhoubah, 
under British ‘protection, may be 
allowed to continue under that pro- 
tection and that their lands and 
homes may be restored to them. . 
From Ledy, Surma herself and 
trom Dr. Wigram, the writer of that 
Interesting book, “The Cradte of 
Mankind,” the representative of the 
Christian Science Monitor heard the 
sto of the Christians. 
Her story being of Qeasanis, a 
mountidin village in Kurdistan, to the 
south of a line drawn between Lake 
Van and Lake Urumiyah. Here her 
brother, Mar Shimes, held his home- 
ly court as patriarch, spiritual and 


temporal ruler of his people, an of-. 


fice that had been in his family for 
nearly four centuries, descending 
from ubele to. nephew. He became 
patriarch at the age-of 14 and even 
then bad sufficient firmness of char- 
acter to refuse to appoint to an im- 
portant office a candidate whom he 
considered unsuitable. 

Receiving taxes from his people 
and remitting the allotted amount 
to the Sultan, Mar Shimun was a 
real ruler; every day he adjudicated 
in cases sent to him from lower 
courts, and during the year thou 
sands of Assyrians or men of other 
races fecelved hospitality at his 
home. Chivalrous, just, and gener- 
ous, and gifted with a keen sense of 
humor, he was the type of mountain 
chieftain that Sir Walter Scott would 
have loved, and he was held in high 
esteem not only by the Christians 
but by his Kurdish neighbors. He 
Was not much more than 24 when 
war broke out. The Turkish gover- 
nor at Van sent for him, offering him 
Practically anything he Iiked—begin- 
ning with a fine educational grant— 
if he would throw in bis lot with the 
Turks. 

“I must consult my chiefs," said 
Mar Shimun and pointed out ,that 
already Christians in Van were be 
ing persecuted. During the two 
months that followed, refugee Chrig- 
tians brought to Qudshanis fresh 
tales of persecution, The position 
was serious. All around them were 
! enemies, and the nearest of the 

Allies, the Russians, entering Persia, 

were far away. If they refused the 
j Turkish offer, the Christians risked 

lands and homes and lives. Mar Shi 
| mun sent his answer. “You have‘call- 
‘ed a jehad. [It is impossible for 
Christians to join with you, e have 
otber recourse. We will Sight. 

The five independent Assyrian 
tribes — who paid taxes to Turkey 
; when they felt inclined—were armed 
| with indifferent weapons, the scat- 
tered Christians were less well” pro 
vided, but they fought and when 
driven into the mountain strongholds 
where no buman being can live in 
the winter, they took the women and 
| children with them, and held those 
| strongholds for three months. The 

Russians bad promised them 4,000 
guns, and when the ammunition waa 
almost exhausted Mar Shimun with 
lwo servants made a desperate jour- 
ney at night through the enemy lines 
to ask that these guns might be sent. 
After a five nights’ journey he 
reached the Russian headquarters. 

“IT cannot spare you a single troop- 
er,” said the commander-in-chief. 
“You had better remain here.” Re- 
fusing to stay one night in safety, 
Mar Shimun returned to the Assyr 
ians, who by this time had little food, 
no salt, and only a few cartridges 
left for each rifle, and they began 
their perilous retreat to the Russian 
lines In Persla. Here they were dis- 
tributed among Various villages, 

Alter the Russians retreated (af- 
ter the revolution) they were in a 
worse plight than ever—Mar Shimun 
having been shot down—the Chria- 
tlans still held firm, and under the 
leadership of a man whose 
says Mr, Wigram, “had been pictur- 
esque rather than respectable," they 
gallantly defended themselves. He 
j led them in 14 successive and suc- 
tee actions against the Turks.

If you looked at them under the 
glass you would see that both have

An Electric Divining Rod.

+ work of making lace and other ent- 
broideries In order to get ready for 
“her wedding garments; such activi- 
ere stopped at the coming in 
of foreign laces. To-day they are kept 
as curios, 

Later as glass beads were intro- 
duced into the country, the making 
of bead-lace began. The beads were 
elther round or oval-shaped. They 
were strung into-different geometric 
designs, The rougd beads were made 
into very fine designs much as the 
bead-lace of to-day. As the time de- 
manded the designs and forms of 
laces. varied, until the foreign silk 
laces came into fashion and put a 
stop to.all other kinds. Imitations of 
those silk-laces were attempted, but 
owing to the lack of proper ma&chin- 
ery and varieties of patterna they 
could not compete in popularity with 
the imported ones. For quite a time 
the home-made laces were out of 
fashion. 

About twenty-five years ago in the 
city of Chefoo in Shantung a girls’ 
school was established by a foreign 
Missionary, It was in this Little 
school that the art of hand-made lace 
was first taught to the Chinese by 
foreigners, which has now become an 
important industry tn China. The 
lace thus made ifs the so-called "Che 
foo" lace, It Is found that the great 
est amount now is not made in Che 
foo, but in a district called Chi Hala 
Helen, thirty-five miles from Chefoo, 
Here the torchon sitk laces were first 
made, but It did not prove a success 
for Its consumption was rather small 
in that city. . 

A British missionary in 1895 estab-' 
lished the first institution for laces | 
Making. From this time on the lace 
industry became important. In 
addition to the silk lace which was 
Made of entirely Chinese silk, the 
thread lace was also introduced in 
1904. The thread, both cotton an 
linen, and the patterns come exclue 
sively from England and France 
Besidea the above mentioned ones 
there are the cluny, the filet, the 
crochet, the polnt venice, and the 
Swatow laces. The finest of the laces 
comes from Ching Chou ijn the Tsinan 
district in Shantung. Chi Hala is still 
& great centre, yielding fully fifty per 
cent. of the laces of the places. Shang- 
hal and Swatow are now gradually 
coming into competition. 

The cluny and torchon Iaces are 
made by fastening the designs on a 
cushion especially made for the pur 
Dose, and using the same method as 
the making of bobbin lace by hand. 
These two kinds have found a great 
market in Australia and America. 
The filet lace tg made by using a net 
which is spread over a frame. The 
pattern Is embroidered with a neede. 
The thread used comes mostly from 
England, yarn forty is most used for 
the purpose. Filet lace has been In+ 
troduced only about seven years BEO, 
but it ls welcomed greatly. The net

As yet no factories can he found 
for lace-making anywhere in China 
though the lace industry is rapidly 
progressing. It has been found that 
the practice of supplying thread to 
the workers and paying them for 
their labor Is being introduced by 
some smali exporting firms, but {t has 
not proved w success owing to the dif- 
ficulty of importing forelgn threads, 
The usual way now employed is for 
brokers to furnish the nets and the 
patterns to the manufacturer to have 
the Ince made at a certain amount 
and then to sell the finished lace to 
the exporters, Usually on embroid- 
ering a plece of fine net, size about 
four feet tong and a foot and a half 


‘wide, the worker receives a dollar 


and the thread. As to the selling 
Price it varles greatly according to 
the quailty of the lace. 

The quality of the lace depends up-

Field Marshal Count Seiki Terau-

INTRODUCES DRUG IN LUNGS 


French Physician’ Method of Admin- 
letering Chloroform Said to Be 
Pronounced Success. 

& new method of administering 
chloroform, brought out in France by 
Dr. Gulsez, is described: in the Scien- 
tifie American. The doctor no longer 
applies the drug by the usual com 
press or mask placed over the mouth, 
but fntroduces the chloroform vapor 
directly Into the lungs through a tube 
running Into the windpipe. The tube 
method has already been employed 
in several hundred cases, and with 
great success. Besides being very 
useful for operations to be performed 
on the head anf’ neck, it is of great 
interest because {it never produces 
nausea. 

The cffetts of the new method will 
serve to explain the reasons why chlo- 
roform operations always produced 
nausea when opernting: by the former 
method, for it appears evident that 
the nausea yas caused by a part of 
the chloroform vapors being absorbed 
by the oesophagus and the stomach.

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Dr, Daniel Wilkinson Faulkner, 
one of the most widely known phy- 
siclans In this section died this 
morning at his home in Foxboro. On 
Sunday evening he was taken iI] and 
his malady assumed a very serious 
turn. The primary ‘cause was influ- 
enza and the secondary acute angina 
pectoris. Dr. “Dan” as-he was best 
known to everybody had been very 
active in the combat of the epidem- 
ics this winter and gave unsparingly 
of his time and energy to alleviate 
the sufferings of his patients. His 
death removes one of the finest 
country medical practitioners. Fox- 
doro, Thurlow, Sidney and Tyendi- 
naga will feet his loss keenly. 

Dr. Dan. W. Faulkner was born 
August 7th, 1852 in the seventh 
concession of:SJdney. He was the son 
of the late S. G. Faulkner and spent 
his early years on tho farm. Reach- 
ing young manhood, he went to Mc- 
Gill University, Montreal and took 
jthe course in medicine and surgery. 
pede graduation he began practice 
in the village of Foxboro in June, 
1878. In all his 42 years of service 
in behalf of the sick, he enjoyed the 
widest practico and the esteem and 
confidence of the public. He was 
medical officer of health in Thurlow 
jfor years.

1Resume of Work ‘ork Accomplished In 
New Hospital Bailding. 





Cobourg, Mar. 6. — On February 
2Gth the Cobourg Hospital opened 
ou Feb, 26, 1914. During these eix 
years it hag nursed 1,612 patients, 
137 births have taken place, and no 
less than 616 operations have been 
performed. About $65,000 has been 
spent on building. equipment, site, 
grounds, etc., and no less @ sum than 
$54,200 tn caring for the sick. Pat- 
lents have pald $32,250. This large 
balance has been mado up of gov- 
ernment grants counties and munici- 
pal grants, donations, ete. The town 
of Cobourg has giyea in the past few 
years as a corporation «# yearly 
grant of $300. The aggregate days 
stay of patients in six years is 23,- 
184 which means that the dally cost 
aot allowing one cent for our invest- 
ments, etc., bas been in the six years 
$2.25 per day. Public ward patients 
Bow pay $1.25 per day, and about 
60 per cent. of the patients are ward 
patients; 10 per cent. do not pay 
anything and yet semi-private rooms 
have only been advanced to $2.50 a 
day, two or three months ago. Pri- 
vate rooms run from $3.00 to $4.00 
per day.

Sir Andrew Macphail Scores Folly 
of Present Age. 

Toronto, March 6.—"“The city 
dweller and the farmer have always 
been at enmity and alwaya will be,” 
said Sir Andrew Macphail {n an ad- 
dress on the subject of “The Farm- 
er.’ before the Empire Club Thurs- 
day.

BRIDGES OF BAMBOO 


Natives of Java. Erect Unique Struc- 
tures 








The natives of Java have a bridge- 
buliding technique which utilizes ¢o| 
the Hmit their slight resources for | 
work of this character. Of raw ma-! 
terials they are acquainted with but 
two. and one of these is really a 
product of their own ingenuity. 
They have no nails, no iron, no true 
wood; they are forced to rely entire- 
ly upon bamboo for the structural 


mantfacture to cffect the junctures. 

“The span is almost 150 fect, and 
the width of the roadway some four 
feet. The bamboo columns at either 
side of the stream are buflt up of 
a double length of rom fifty to six- 
ty bamboos, tled up with rope and 
firmly pressed together by forcing a 
quantity of wedges between rope 
Such columns are 
found to be of remarkable strength 
and elasticity. : 

The original element which the 
Javan natives have brought to the 
construction of these bridges, as re- 
marked, is the rope. This Is made 
of a fibre taken from the native 


Istand.

A dead and buried Niagara, tts than 
Gere stilled for countless ages, once 
perhaps as great in beight and vel 
ume of water as the present falls, hes 


above its clouds ef raisbow vapors. 
The engineers who partly’ uncovered 
it believe it was the original Niagara 
marking the course of a@ paleolithic 
river that connected Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario, Seme mighty prehis 
torlc cataclysm, it is supposed, dil- 
, Verted the course of the stream aad 
buried the falls and the old river bed 
level with the surrounding coustry. 
“Canada's greatest asset today Is Its 
land” said one ef the canal engineers. 
“It ts the ‘bread basket’ of the empire, 
‘Its greatest development in the next 
few yeare will come from the settlers 
{swarming in to make homes on Ita 
; Yast uncultivated areas. But If this 
‘ancient source of water power had re 
[mained In existence and wholly on 
' Canadian soll, it might have advanced 
the clock of Canada's Industrial des- 
tiny a century or so. Canada then 
would not have to share its wealth- 
producing energy with the United 
States and the nation might be today 
one of the great manufacturing cen- 
ters of the world, which the develop- 
ment of ite other wenderful “water- 
power resources eventually will make 
it” 
The edge of the eataract so far un- 
covered begins at the eastern abuat- 
ment of the Niagara, St. Catherines 
and Torento rallway'’s new bridge 
near Thorold and extends in a south- 
westerly. direction for 400 feet. The 
ledge continues under the earth for an 
unknown distance beyond the pelut at 
which the excavation ends, 
What Is supposed to have been the 
firat fall 1s in the form of steps, with 
Q total drop of 25 feet. Below it the 
excavation has reveale@d a precipice, 
but to what depth this wall of perpen- 
dicular rock sinks into the earth has 
not yet been determined. This ledge 
Ia believed to mark the main pl 
of the ancient cataract. 
The eastern abutment of the rail- 
way bridge haa been built on the edge 
of the steps down which the eld river 
once shot in foaming cascades, The 
central abutment, 75 feet away, went 
to a depth of 75 feet before striking. 
rock. This rock sloped at a sharp an- 
gle and evidently had been worn 
smoeth by the rush ef torrents through 
anmumbered years. 
The grave of this buried Niagara is 
half a mile from the escarpment of 
the present Canadian falls. A deep, 
| canyoalike valley, through which the 

ship canal passes where Eight-Mile 
creek once meandered on its way to 
Lake Ontario, ls belleved to have been 
the bed of the prehistoric river which 
furnished the waters of the giant fala 
thelr outlet to the sea,

LAND OF VARYING CLIMATE 


Statistics Show That California Easily 
Leads Every State in the Unten 
In Diversity. 

In diversity of climate and surface, 
California, as is well known, leads 
every state in the Union. It_is nert 
to Texas In size, with an area of about 
160,000 square miles and a length of 
775 miles, and {t extends through near 
ly ten degrees of latitude, with a ver 
tical range from nearly 200 feet below 
Se@ level to 15,000 feet above. A. 
Palmer of the United States weather 
bureau repofts that the annual rain 
fall varies from one-half inch In the 
Mohave district to over 100 Inches in 
the Sierra Nevada, while certain arear 
have the greatest snowfaN im the 
United States, and others have prac 
tleally none. In the Slerra Nevada 
the average annual precipitation i» 
creases 8.5 Inches per 1,000 feet of rise 
up to 5,000 feet, and diminishes at 
greater heights. In the south, about 9 
per cent of the rainfall is in winter; 
tn the north, 75 per cent. Heavy falls 
often occur ever short periods—715 
inches for the month being a January 
record at an elevation of 2,750 feet; 
and 16,7 inches in 24 hours at # height 
of 2348 feet is very curiousiy, an Au 
gust record. Lower stations have 
shown periods of 13 months te twe 
years with no measurable rainfall 
while the depressions—such as Im 
perial valley and Death valley—have 
several years’ records of less than one 
half inch. Tamarack, at 8,000 feet in

The council declined 
and required us to go to the people. 
The bylaw Was submitted, and 
through the activity of Mr. J. J. B 
Flint and others, the bylaw was de- 
feated. The members of the board 
regretted this step as they knew the 
necessity for the new schools. They 
had not given enough publicity to 
the matter and thought that the peo- 
ple knew of the necessity. The gen- 
eral public realized the necessity 
within two years from that date, 
and the council at once acceded to 
the requisition of the’ Board. of Ed- 
ucation and the necessary funds were 
forthcoming. “But in the meantime 
property had risen in value and 
everything elsé> and instead of 
having three \ schools we were only 
able to bulld two (Gucen Alexandra 
and Queen Victoria}: at a cost of 
about $30,000 or a llttle more, and 
thé High*School was remodelled at a 
cést considerably over our. estimate 
in the first place. The next school 
to be bullt was Queen Mary in Mur- 
ney ward. This completed our pro- 
sramme at that time, and it was de- 
elded that we should proceed with 
the High School. The war came on 
and the question was held in aber- 
ance unt{l after war activities ceased 
No one could realize that the war 
would last as long as ft did, and we 
were all satisfied to bend every 
effort towards its suceessful con- 
clusion. The war ts over and we 
are now all endeavoring to get back 
to normal civil Ife. In order to 
equip our children to the best ad- 
vantage of the state and citizens 
thereof, the children must be well 
and carefully trained. - To Insure a 
strong. healthy race the conditions 
of llving must be Improved: this re- 
fers to the housing conditions, the 
factory conditions and the school 
conditions. We have three excellent 
public. schools and a -fourth schoo! 
is required tn the northerly part of 
the clty In Coleman ward. The law 
requires every child to attend schoo! 
to the age of fourteen years, and 
that provision {s recommended to 
be changed {o sixteen years, and 
wilt probably become law at the 
Present session of the Ontario Legis- 
lature. / The average age at the time 
of passing from the public to the 
High School is thirteen years, and 
We are required to provide’ school 
accommodation for every child of 
school age in the city, whether It be 
Public or High School. The present 
High School building places our chil- 
dren at a great dtadvantage. We 
have the teachers and we have to 
pay them salaries, but we dé-not 
help them sufficiently ~with the neces- 
sary equipment, and therefore the 
result# are not as they should and 
would be under better conditions. 
Proper Nght, ventilation, heating, 
together with properly equipped de- 
partments in science, agriculture,

points were brought reasonably close 
to the farmer, the traffic on the coun 
ty highways diminished in volume 
and assumed a ‘purely local charac- 
|ter.. Under such conditions it was a 
simple ‘and inexpensive matter to 
maintain these roads in a manner 
suitable to the needs of local horse- 
drawn traffic. The roads, however, 
were retained under county control 
and maintained as a county charge, 
but simply because such a systerr 
had been established. The roads be- 
ing easy to maintain and not a 
seridus financial burden on the rate- 
payers, we can picture to ourselves 
the County Council merely setting 
aside 2 nominal sum esch year for 
the maintenance thereof. 

Then came the time, about 1908: 
when all the old wooden county 
bridges, having served their natural 
life, began to fail atan alarming 
rate. An annual, levy was no longer 
equal to the burden of replacing 
them as fast as needed and the 
county had to ‘commit Itself to a 
large debenture debt for this pur- 
Pose. One can readily understand 
then that what little public interest 
In road-building that formerly ex- 
Isted was diverted to what became 
|the burning question of county 
bridge construction. The interest 
and sinking fund charges on these 
debentureg became an tmpertant 
part of the county taxes. 

About this time the aistouebiie 
began to make itself felt in the 
county, very unobtrusively at first, 
but soon In such numbers ag to be- 
come a serious factor in the cost of 
road maintenance. Commodity and 
labour costs were mounting steadily 
and the Toads began to depreciate 
noticeably, especially in the south, 
but no appreciably increased appro- 
priation was made for maintenance. 
We might safely assume that the 
roads had largely deteriorated be- 
fore the County Councils had recog- 
nized that greater efforts and ex- 
penditures were required to meet 
the changed conditions that had 
risen.

Press of Cana 
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Cannot be Bought 
“Nor Bludgeoned 


An article that is. attracting much 
attention was published In the March 
edition of Marketing, a magazine 
published in Toronto and devoted to 
Canadian business and advertising 
interests. The article is headed as 
follows: —"Moulding the Moulders 
of Public Opinion. How a Safe and 
Sane Press Can be Secured for Can- 
ada by the Careful, Shepherding of 
Advertising Patronagd.”’ 

It is stated that the article was 
written by G. M. Murray, formerly 
general manager of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Associallon. 

In an introductory paragraph, the 
editor of Marketing says: 

“The accompanying article is the 
text of a booklet issued last Oc- 
tober and circulated very con- 
fidentially among Canadian manu- 
facturers by Mr. Murray. Ob- 
viously it was not intended for 
publication. Secrecy may be con- 
sidered essential] to the success of 
the project, and its disclosure by 
Marketing may discount its 
effectiveness considerably, if not 
entirely. In this event Marketing 
will feel that {t has rendered 2 
service of great importance as 
well as the publishers of Canada.” 
Marketing quotes Mr. Murray as 

follows: 

“The publishing of a newspape: 
Is fundamentally a business pro- 
position. It is a venture under- 
taken for the purpose of making 
money Its salaried Editor may 
hold pronounced views on cer- 
tain subjects, but its shareholders 
will permit him to ventilate those 
views only so long as it is ap- 
Parent that he is not imperiiling 
the paper's financial success by so 
doing. What the shareholders 
are most concerned about {s main- 
talning a comfortable excess of 
income over outgo. The income 
from circulation is a negligible 
quantity, for it is all eaten up in 
the cost of paper, composition. 
and printing. It Is the income 
from advertising that counts, and 
no shrinkage ever takes place in 
that item without a searching I{n- 
vestigation as to the cause. Should 
the shareholders find that the 
shrinkage is due to an editorial 
policy which the paper's adver- 
tlsing customers resent they wil! 
order a change of editorial policy. 
If their orders are not carried out 
they will secure anew Editor. 
Dividends must be protected, but, 
“more Important than dividends, 
Invested capital must be protect- 
ed. and in the publishing game. 
as those who have tried it very 
well know. capital has a tendency 
fo disappear with remarkable 
rapidity unless the paper makes a 
hit among advertisers.” 

Under the heading, “What Mr 
Murray Thinks of His Own Scheme,” 
Marketing quotes him further as 
follows: 

“Some business men would no 
doubt shudder at the very though! 
of attempting anything so bold as 
the project here suggested. They 
might say that at the first sign of 
Pressure the Press itself would 
expose the whole movement. They 
might Involuntarily shrink from 
the public indignation that would 
be aroused at what might be de- 
scribed as a Bigantl¢ effort to 
muzzle the Press. They might 
fear that In some way or other 
they would be rendering them- 
selves Hable to prosecution for 
conspiracy, or to an action for 
damages at the hands of sueb 
papers as might be able to suffer 

“But such fears are groundless. 

. The whole thing can be put 
under way easily. auietly sa’ole 
and with every prospect of outck 
results by the simple expedient of 
subscribing to a Bureau which, 
for a stipulated consideration, 
will furnish reports upon the 
editorial policy of any or every 
paper published in Cannda. and 
advise in every case as ta the de- 

Sirability of commencing or dis- 

continuing space. or of increasing 

or decreasing such space as is al- 
ready used.... Commencing with

Benson Charged With 
Giving Famous Warning 





WASHINGTON, March 22—Rear 
Admiral Willlam S. Benson, when 
Chief of the United States naval 
Operations was the official who told 
Rear-Admiral Sims not to “let the 
British pull the wool over your eyes, 
We would as soon fight them as Ger- 
mans,"’ Admiral Sims testified today 
the Senate naval committee.

Special Commissioner 


In 1856 a special commissioner 
Was appointed to Inquire into the In- 
dian affairs of Canada. Perlodical-

Partly growing out of 
dissatisfaction with the settlements 
made on giving up the landa and 
from the gradual coming In among 
them of the habits of civillzation.

The chronicle also adds: These 
tribes are all christlanized. The Rice 
Lake and Scugog Indians adopting 
the Methodist form of belief, while 
the Mud Lake tribe fs under the sup- 
erintendence of the New England 
Company. At date of the observa- 
tons, the clergyman was a Baptist. 
it {s also noted that the community 
numbered 145, being a small in- 
crease during the previous fifteen 
years. Of temporal belongings there 
was on the village twenty-six hous- 
es, all but one of which was built 
of logs; thirteen barns, of which el- 
even were frame structures, a frame 
church, a school house, a Councetl 
House and a school master's house. 

In keeping with the routine that 
prevailed for so many years and for 
that matter now obtains in the coun- 
try districts, the schoolmaster was, 
as stated, a “White Woman.” The 
usual attendance Is reported by the 
Commissioner to have reached, in 
suitable weather. as many as thirty. 
During the winter it averaged about 
half that number. Then in certain 
seasons, such as the rice gathering 
and fish drying times, the attend- 
ance fell to away below normz2}, 
though the totat number of children 
of an age to attend school is given 
as forty-six.

Between 1844 
and 1858 the population of the re- 
serve had dwindled from ninety-six 
to sixty-one, with only twelve chil- 
dren of school age. Eventually tho 
Indian Polnt Survey came Into the 
hands of the Denniston family and 
formed the nucleus of a stock farm. 
Further on John Carnegie took ft 
over and for some years Mr. Hilliare 
Carnegie made of the lands a dairy 
farm and cattle ranch. with some 
considerable success. Belng sur- 
rounded by water on three sides the 
location ts well fitted for the objects 
for which is Is now used, though 
Poorly adapted for cultivation. 

In summing up the operations as 
carried on the Commissioner tabu- 
lates the avails from the previous 
harvest, as grouped from the records 
of the three Bands: Wheat, 8989 bu.; 
Indian corn, 78 bu.; peas, 117 bu.: 
oats, 177 bu.; potatoes, 668 bu.; hay 
39 tons. The farming stock owned 
by fndividuals amounted to 26 cat- 
tle, 19 horses, 56 pigs, with a toler- 
able supply of implements, waggons, 
wood sleighs and other vehicles. 

From time to time doubts and ru- 
mors were started as to the Indian 
claim to ownership of the {islands in 
Rice Lake. it may be of interest to 
give what was the impression of the 
Commission at that time, as follows: 


Indian Claim 


“As doubts have been started re- 
specting the Indian claim in the Is- 
lands in Rice Lake, it may be well 
to remark that at the time of the 
surrender of the country from the 
head of Bay of Quinte to the River 
Etobicoke in 1788, Rice Lake was 
expressly reserved, and does not 
seem to’ have been subsequently 
ceded. It is true that there were

course to bring the man stricken 
With the palsey to the Great Healer. 

It was the same~principle that 
animated missionary effort and the 
same inspiring Idea was behind the 
Red Cross and other wartime activi- 
ties.

The assessment showed-a total 
valuation of property of $3,632,831: 
in the year 1870, Values as given by 
the asseasment for 1919 are $6,688,-

Bellevillo’s Pioneer History 


In 1787 Louis Kotte surveyed the 
township of Thurlow, in those days 
known ag “Nultte Town.” 

Lat No, 4 of the Township of 
Thurlow was blocked off as an In- 
dian burying-ground, Lot No. 4 1s 
now Incorporated in that part of 
Belleville extending from the east 
bank of ‘the river to Church street. 

Upon this site (Lot 4) Surveyor 
Wilmot in the year 1816 lafd out a 
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village to give regularity to the set- 
tlers’ homes already being grouped 
along the banks of the river. This 
village was later to develop into the 
preeent City of Belleville. 

~The townships .‘of -Sidney and 
Thurlow. were settled first—largely 
by U. EB. Loyalists. The little village 
languished. for a time untii Capt. 
John Singleton and Lieut. Ferguson 
moved into- it. These gentlemen, 
hardy ploneers as they were, settled 
on lot No. 6, now included In the 
easterly part of our city. Lot.No. 6 
was, at a later date acquired in turn 
by John Canniff and Shubae! Foster, 
both of whom were to found import-

In this latter year the first flag- 
stone walk was put down, It ox- 
tended along Front street from Dun- 
das street to the Upper bridge. 

In this same important year of 
1836, Belleville separated from the 
Township of Thurlow and me 
an incorporated village. The rst 
council, or board of police, as it 
was then called consisted of Wil- 
liam McCarty and Asa Yeomans, el- 
ected from the First ward and Zenas 
Dafce and William Connor elected 
from the Second ward, with BUla 
Flint, jr, as a Ofth member. Billa 
Flint was elected by the board as its 
first president or reeve of the munl-

Singleton died and less than 
menths afterwards Lieut. 
also passed away. 

In the year 1790, John Taylor ar- 
ved and acquired Lot §, his farm 
now being incorporated In that part 

of the city east of Church street. 

Capt. John W. Meyers purchased; 
the north half of the lot from Taylor 
for cne hundred dollars and = im- 
mediately built a dam across the 
river and erected a flour mill, the 
first in the village. In 1794 Myers 
built the first brick house In Upper 
Canada. For 80 years this archl- 
tectural wonder stood on the nor- 
thern brow of the hill, that over- 
looks the Grand Trunk station. Mr. 
Chas. Meyers of Bayside is a 
descendant of Capt. Myers. 

Asa Wallbridge built one of the 
earltest houses In, Belleville at the 
corner of Dutidés and’ Front streets 
and across the street on the south- 
east corner John Simpson bullt the 
|frst notel in the village. In 1804 a 
bridge was built across the river, 
jcontinuing Dundas street. 
| Up to 1816 Belleville was called 
|Myer’s Creek. The river was known 
to the Indians as the Sagonaska. o 
name We would fain see preserved. 
The river was called Singleton's ri- 
ver until, at a Jater date, the name 
was changed to the Moira In honor 
of the Earl of Motra.

In 1881, it was 
9,516, in 1891 it had reached 9,- 
916; by 2902 it had declined to 9.- 
117; the last Dominion :census,. tak- 
en In 1911 showed a rebound to 
9876. The census taken by the as- 
sexsor last winter gave the popula- 
tion as 12,345. 


Belleville’s First, Church 


The first church in Belleville was 
erected by the Methodists In 1816. 
Belleville and the surrounding dls- 
trict has ever since been. a stro; 
hold of Methcadism. The first chard 
was a frame structure 30x59 Teet. 
Tho pulpit was composed Of/ rough 
boards. The seats were made from 
the same material with blocks of 
wood for rests. In 1831 the Metho- 
dists.erected a new church on the 
same site. This. ancient structure 
still stands on Pinnacle street and 
is now used by Mr. Mark Sprague as 
a storehouse. 

The first Eplscopalisn church 
west of Adolphustawn was crected 
in Belleville in 1820. Rev. Thos. 
Campbell was the first rector of the 
parish. He had charge until the 
time of his death {n 1835. 

The first Presbyterian clergyman 
to arrive was Rey. Mr. Ketcham and 
through his instrumentailty the first 
Presbyterian church was erected.

The Dally Ontario Makes Its Appear. 
ance. | 


In 1870 The Daily Ontario, pub- 
lfished by J. W. Carman, made its 
Qppearance> As The Ontario will 
doubtless speak for itself, I will say 
nothing further than that its first 
editor was Mr. W. W. Dean, who of- 
ficiated In that capacity for but a 
short time. He wielded a brilliant 
pen and finally became County 
Judge of Victoria, The Ontario has 
had many editors, and of these there} 
were two whom I was pleased to 
number among my friends, namely; 
Messrs. J. B. Ashley and George F

The Sun Began to Shine 


The Sun was established in Belle- 
ville in 1894 by Mr, Cameron Brown.

But the field prored 
g|too small for three papers and the, 
weakest went to the wall after 
few yeara’ struggie, firat as a 
party publication and finally as 
Liberal organ.

Conditions in the Early Days 


In my earliest days in Belleville 
journalist conditions were very 
different to those of the present day. 
The proprietor of each paper was 
usually hjs own book-keeper, busi- 
ness manager and editor, and when 
a rush of copy occurred on the ere 
of publication,,he would take upa 
composing stick and assist in ~ set- 
ting type. His plant consisted of a 
desk, several chairs. a hand 
press with a capacity of 200 impres- 
sions per hour, an imposing: stone, 
several cases body and display 
type, an assortment of horse cuts 
and a large pair of scissors. The 
woys were ‘apprenticed for three 
years, recelving their board and: 
$30, $40 and $50 “cash money” for}

He Is one of the largest 
property-holdera in the city and has 
always been a builder and a man of 
enterprise. His’ success has not 
come by: chance, for he has given 
the closest and most unremitting at- 
tention to business.

Mr. J. Ww. Carman,’ who published 
Tho Independent, was noted, before 
the close'of his-career as a publisher, 
for having established in Belleville 
(namely two in Belleville, The Inde- 
pendent and The Ontario), in Nap- 

aneo,-in . Picton and” in Kingston. 

He was a fluent writer and, finding 
Bellevitle too small a field for.) his 
ambitions, sold out to my. father, 
Dr.. James Thompson .-Bell, Sc.D., 
who continued to publish-the paper 
until 1865, when it was -bought by 
Messrs.. Bowell and Miles. Of my 
father’s Hterary capability, I> leave 
othera to rpeak: He was appointed 
by the County Council to the Hast- 
ings ‘Professorship ‘of. Mining ‘and 
Agricultural Chemistry, which chair 
was especially created and endowed 
for him, Subsequently he was ap- 
pointed County Clerk and held that 
office until he became incapacitated 
by illness a few months before his 
death. 

Another newspaper which was es-j 
tablished In Belleville was The’ Free 
Press, published by Messrs. J. Le 
Lewis and 8. McCullough. It was 
ably written, Mr. Lewis, now editor- 
fal: writer for The Hamilton Herald, 
and was. finally purchased by Mes- 
srs. Bowell and T. 8. Carman. 


Belleville’s First Daily 


The first ‘dally newspaper publish-| * 


ed in Belleville was The Intelligen- 
cer, which was first issued May Ist, 
1867, and Mr. Bowell continued as 
editor. In 1870 I joined the liter- 
ary staff as reporter and continued 
in that capacity until 1878, when, 
on Mr. Bowell being appointed Min- 
ister of Customs’ I succeeded him 
and held that position for more than 
twenty years. The memories of 
many hot political battles st{ll linger 
in memory, particularly the fight 
agatnst unrestricted reciprocity, 
commercial union and the Fielding- 
Taft reciprocity pact. 


The Daily Ontario Makes Its Appear- 
ance. 


In 1870 The Dajly Ontarlo. pub- 
llshed by J. W. Carman, made its 
appearance. As The Ontario will 
doubtless speak for ftself, I will say 
nothing further than that its first 
editor was Mr. W. W. Dean, who of- 
ficlated tn that capacity for hut a 
short time. He wielded a brilliant 
pen and finally became County 
Judge of Victoria. The Ontario has 
had many editors, and of these there} 
were two whom I was pleased to! 
number among my friends, namely; 
Messrs. J. B. Ashley and George F 
Stewart, both of whom were able 
men and both became 
the Schoo! for the Deaf. 


The San Began to Shine 


The Sun was established In Belle- 
ville in 1894 by Mr. Cameron Brown 
of Toronto, a thoroughly trained | 
and capable gentleman of genial per- | 
sonality who made a host of friends 
In the city. But tha field proyed 
too small for three papers and the 
weakest went to the wall after a 
few years’ struggle, first as a no~- 
party publication and finally as aj; 
Liberal organ. Mr. Brown having | 
entered into other business as man-! 
ager of the Kilties’ Band of Belle- 
ville I succeeded him an editor and 
conducted the paper until tts final, 
issue in 1903. 


Conditions in the Early Days 


In my earliest days in Belleville 
fournalist conditions were very 
different to those of the present day. 
The proprietor of each paper was 
usually hjs own ‘book-keeper, busi- 
ness manager and editor, and when 
a@ rush of copy occurred on the ere 
of publication, he would take upa 
composing stick and assist’in set- 
ting type. His plant consisted of a 
desk, several chairs, a hand 
press with a capacity of 200 impres- 
sions per hour, an imposing stone, 
several cases. of Ddody and display 
type, an assortment of horse cuts 
and a large pair of scissors. The 
boys were apprenticed’ for three 
years, recelving thefr board and: 
$30, $40 and $50 “cash money” for; 
the respective years. The journey- 
men were paid $1 per day and’ the 
hours of labor were from 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m.

The Ontario's Political Principics

fancies that the country can any bet- 
ter afford to spare the labors of the 
Liberal party in the future than it 
could have done without them in 
tho past.

“That which distinguishes Bri- 
tish institutions from Absolutism, 
on the one hand and Republicanism 
on the other — Responsible Govern- 
ment — was secured for Canada by 
tte labors pf the Liberal party, and 
it shall our effort to pereptuate 
and consolidate British connection 
with this country.”

“Upon the Temperance and every 
other question which aspires after 
the well-being of the community at 
large, The Ontario will give no un- 
certain sound. Whatever may tend 
to the building up of Belleville and 
the Bay counties in materia! wealth 
or in those better riches— moral 
worth, will always recelve sincere 
and earnest advocacy in {ts col- 
umns.”

The Bbard of Directors of thej 
Chamber of Commerce at their 
meeting yesterday afternoon adopt- 
ed a resolution which will be for- 


warded to the Grand Trunk Railway 
asking the company to establish a 
restaurant at the station in this city. 
It is felt that, being a divisional 
pofnt and in view of the arrival and 
departure of trains at meal hours, a 
restaurant at the station would bea 
‘distinctive convenience to the travel- 
ling public, 
Requests will also be sent to the 
C.P.R. and G.N.W. telegraph com- 
panies requesting that an all-night 
telegraph service be established 
here. Bustness men visiting the ci- 
ty as well as local merchants have 
found It very necessary at times to 
have telegraphic communication 
with outside parties but under the 
present system such service cannot 
be had. Mr. Fredericks, Secretary of 
the Chamber- reported that plans 
would “be. adopted in the im- 
mediate future for the improvement 
of the section around the Union Sta- 
tion and that the C.N.R.-and C.P.R.

were not copsulted when the Mon- 
roe Doctrine was promulgated and 
the protection It guarantecd was vir- 
tually foisted upon them whether 
they wanted It or not. The Monroe 
Doctrine, which actually originated 
in London, was not devised out of 
any particular concern for Centra! 
and South America, who were taken 
under Its protection, but was 
prompted by the special interes:s of 
Great Britain and the United States 
The national pride of large and im- 
portant countries like Brazil, Argen- 
tina and Chill, which before long 
may be fn the “great power class," 
is certain to prefer the safeguards 
involved in thelr membership of the 
League of Nations, in which they are

Mistook_the Word . 


When the stoiipede to the Aus- 
tralian diggings was at its height 
in 1852, the ignorant emigrants, hav- 
ing heard that gold was found in 
quartz and not knowing, that per- 
vasive mineral, supposes ft was 
“quarts”, and hence expected to ga- 
ther the gold fn pints ‘and pafls. This 
fact Is vouched for by F. J. Dunn, 
the Australian geologist, who as a 
boy went to the diggings at that 
time.

Biggest Mass of Copper 


For instance. what is the biggest 
mass of native copper ever found? 
Of course, It was in the Lake Super- 
for region. It was in 1857, at the 
Mincsota (not Minnesota) mine, | 
the Ontonagon district. At a sha- 
low depth there was discovered/ a 
mass of copper 46 feet Jong, ‘with a 
Maximum thickness of elght and a 
half feet. The mean width was 
12% feet, and the mean thickness 
4 feet. The total weight actually 
recovered was 420 tons. 

No such masses of gold as this, 
of course, have ever come to light. 
Yet gold in great quantities has been 
won in brief periods. California 
river beds ylelded $81,294,700 In 
1851 alone, and the shallow diggings 
of Victoria gave $63,000,000 in 1853. 
In the Klondyke more*recently one 
miner cleaned up $46,000 In efght 
hours and took out $750,000 from a 
claim about 80 by 60 feet. 


The Largest Nugget 


Much of thin gold was in coarse 
nellets and nodules, and yet the larg- 
est negget ovor found was picked up 
near Dunolly, Victorias, Australia, in 
18C9, and welghed 190 pounds. An- 
other welghed 184 pounds and in- 
cluding some quartz brought in near- 
ly $42,000. There have been others 
nearly as big; yet this is very far 
from such masses ag the huge cop- 
ber nugget above described, and far- 
ther still from & “quarry” or “‘moun- 
tain’ of gold. The nearest approach 
to this as yet imaginary. possibility 
seoms to be Mount Morgan, in 
Queensland, Australia; a hill about 
500 feet -high, the'.crest of which 
was ao ‘‘gossan" containing several 
ounces of gold per ton. * & 

Thia has been excavated‘ in auc- 
cessive benches, so that it approxi- 
mates to the “quarries ‘of geld men- 
tloned by certain writers. ~ But the 
workings'are now far below.the foot 
of the hill, ..Héweyer,. they! have 
yielded a quantity of gold so great 
as to render Mount Morgan unique in 
the history of mining. Since ts dis- 
covery in 1886, according to the Iat- 
est figures available, this ore deposit 
has yielded in excess of 3,680,000

dress, manners or customs of others. 
4A sort of corrective censure, one 
might say, on those who dared to 
depar from the aceepted rules of 
|the commanity. 

The works of the ancient Greek 
and Roman authors abound in jeste. 
A great hamber are severely person- 
al. of a cutting and sneering kind. 
‘Others are mere puns and rerbal 
Jests, incapable, of course. of deing 
translated. But In niany the fun 
depends entirely on the sense—or 
rather nonsense—of the thing. As 
we read them the antiquity of many 
of our present-day jokes ts brought 
to light. In spite of thelr age, the 
humor in these classical jokes is as 
j keen as ever. For instance. this 
quip from ancient Greece {s appro- 
tpriate and full of meaning to all 
ages: 

Archelaus, asked by a talkative 
lvarber how he would Itke to be shar- 
ed, replied: “In silence.” 

And this surely we have heard be- 
fore: 

Gnathme, of Athens, was offered 
some rather poor wine. When told 
that {ts age was sixteen years, he 
dryly remarked: “It's pretty weeh 
for its age. 

A similar jeat is related of Cicero 
When told ata banquet that the wine 
he was drinking was forty-year-old 
Falernian, he sald: “By my faith! 
It bears its age well.” 

And here {a the classical form of a 
woman's age joke: 

" Cleero, hearing the wife of a Ro- 
man patrician say that sho was but 
thirty years old, sald: “No doubt it 
is true, for it is twenty years now 
that I have heard ‘you say it.’ 

Just as good as ever is this irony: 

The painter Apelles, who fiour- 
ished fn the time of Alexander, was 
shown a picture by an Inferior ert- 
ist. who boasted of having sketched 
{t out in an exceedingly short space 
of time. 

“Yes, I can see that very well," 

sald <Apelles, “but —F am surprised 
that you did not make several oth- 
er pictures ‘exactly like this in the 
same time."

Crossing of Canadian Pacific: Railway

Inquest 


Coroner Dr. H. A. Yeomans open- 
ed an inquest this morning at ten 
o'clock at Mesra. Tickell & Sons’ 
morgue, before the following jury: 
Cc. M. Hall, foreman, T. F. Wills, J. 
D. Collip, John Fenn, W. R. Me- 
Creary, L, C. Yeomans, 8S. P. Hager- 
man, Bert Docter, S. H. Treverton, 
Cc. R, Cole and Frank Corrigan. 

Dr. Yeomans sald it was for the 
jury to consider the tragedy froma 
broad viewpoint. The province ts 
going to great expense to build a 
permanent highway through the 
province. Not only is a good road 
necessary but there must be extra- 
ordinary protection for the public, 
and tourists who are invited to use 
this highway. There had been a 
controversy over this crossing fora 
few years, While this was the first 
tragedy at the crossing a number of 
people report having had narrow 
escapes. If the crossing is dangerous 
it will be the jury's duty to Impress 
thoroughly upon the government 
thé situation. However the sltuation 
will be brought out by the evidence. 

The jury was then sworn in and 
afterwards viewed the remains, 
The jnquest was adjourned until 
tonight for the taking 
of evidence je police court. A 
further adjournment will be neces- 
sary. 

Mra, Robertson had atended wor- 
ship at St. Andrew‘s Presybterian 
church on Sunday morning. The 
news of her death was a severe 
shock to the congregation. She will 
be greatly missed. She was the 
treasurer of St. Andrew's Women's 
Missionary Society and a generous

Plishment, but the allied experts de- 
¢clared that it was nothing to be very 
proud of. The fact that it was more 
or less indefinite in its alm made the 
gun useless so far az battles were 
concerned. [t could only be used for 
the purpose of killing and terrorizing 
the civillan population. In fact the 
76-mile gun has never been used in 
any military operation. On that ac- 
count Prof. Rausenberger has been 
named as one of the men who,ought 
to figure in the list of German War 
Criminals, It is claimed by those who 
mention his name thrt he should be 
tTade to prove that thi gun was in- 
tended to figure in plans of battle 
and that it actually did so.

first try to ascertain if the scarcity 

of: deer can be attributed to hound- 

ing. 

E ‘The writer believes not. I have 

been ‘hunting: for a number of years, 

not far from Millbridge, and I agree 

with your article that many parties 

went home, ty-handed last fall. 

I shall endeavor to give what I 

think, along with many others, helps 
to make deer so scarce. 

First, as you say, the game law of 
1918, allowing two deer helped ma- 
terially to diminish.them, and even 
this generous allowance was abus- 
ed. For instance, one party, not far 
from Millbridge, came out with two 
bucks each; all ‘tagged for destina- 
tion. Strange to say, this particu- 
lar party killed five does and fawns 
to the writer's knowledge, and not 
one fn sight. Question—where were 
they? Answer—search the boxes. 
Another party came 

{Burnt Lake. They had their comple- 

ment of deer, not all bucks. Buta 
dispute arose at the station between 
the said party and the settlers, who 
conveyed them fn and out again, over 
the account. The hunting party re- 
fused to pay the whole amount, but 
when warned by one of the settlers 
that he would send a message to 
Trenton to the police and have their 
boxes opened, the balance was pald 
without any further discussion, and 
they proceeded on to Niagara Falls 
or near there. 

The other day I was informed by 
a reliable man from near Campbcell- 
ford that on the morning of Novem- 
ber 6th last year, the first day of the 
hunting season, he was watching a 
runaway that crossed what is known 
as the Airhart road. north of Cor- 
dova, and before ten o'clock a wag- 
on came rumbling along with two 
deer In it, tagged for Toronto, and 
the one buck smelled “high” en- 
ough to sult the most fastidious Eng- 
lishman. Strange to say this deer 
was supposed to come from a camp 
where there were two Government 
officials. 

Another factor that helps to make 
deer scarce is the automobile, and 
this Is where the settler shines along 
with the town pot-hunters. It is a 
known fact that parties from Camp- 
dellford. Marmora. Madoc and Tweed 
take autos on Saturday afternoon 


and go north to the woods, beginning |" 


in July, August and September. 
They secure a settler usually with 
his boat and jacklight, get one or 
two deer, pay the settler with cash 
and refreshments, and return home 
Sunday night. 


A party not far from this city, two! 


years ago, left home at one o'clock 
in the morning for the north coun- 
try. huckleberrying, by auto. about 
the middle of August. About ten 
miles from the huckleberry rocks 
op @ narrow and hilly road they ran 
up a steep pitch and came face to 
face with another car. Two climb- 
ed out to find a place to pass, when, 
to their surprise, they saw two men 
runing into the brush from the oth- 
er car. They went up to the car 
and asked what was the matter, and 
when the driver was assured that 
they were only berry-pickers he call- 
ed the runaways back, but not until 
a member of the first party had 
turned a flashilght Into the car. 
There lay a smal) deer with both 
the head and feet cut off and as red 
asa fox. Qne of the party produc- 
ed what he called W.J.B. G. jutce. 
After cutting some brush and rolling 
out some logs the two cars were able 
to pass. 

Last fall we found no deer at our 
old camping ground, and made up 
our minds to move over east of the 
Moira river. We secured a settler 
with his team and went. He inform- 
ed us we would be no better off there 
and gave as his reasons that he 
knew of as many as fourteen deer 
being taken out during the summer. 
We found his statement was true, 
ag far as the scarcity of deer went. 

Now, this {s the experience of one 
hunting party, and I have no doubt 
that other parties could give equal- 
ly ag interesting a tale if they wish- 
ed. 

* Another way the law ts defeated 
{fs this: A small party will go north 
and kill two or three deer each, They 
get four or five settlers to take out 
a license, they paying the $2 for 
them, then tag the deer and ship 
them home. No train-man is sup- 
posed to know who the owners are, 
and if asked where the party is, will 
answer, “Why, they went out ahead.” 

Now, what is the remedy? 

First, appoint good game wardens, 
who are accustomed to the woods— 
not party hacks of either political 
party—-and pay them a reasonable 
salary. Next, make the penalty one 
year’s Imprisonment without the op- 
tion of a'fine.; Now, as one man sald

‘The ‘poles ‘ini this’ fhirty-mile stretch 
across the ‘townships of Douro and 
Asphodel were erected last summer i 
and fall, the. wires have been strung 
to the canal and there remaing the 
connecting link between that point 
and the'Auburn terminal. 

The poles are of British Columbia 
fir, are exceptionally tall, and have 
been entirely dipped in creosote’ as 
®& preservative against the effects of 
the weather. Aluminum wire has 
been used instead of copper as the 
conducting medium, and have a ca- 
‘pacity of 44,000 vole, supplying 
7,000 horse-power. Aluminum was 
used partly for the advantage that 
{t is supposed to be proof against 
sleet, and also because of its com- 
parative lightness. The Poles are 
thus spaced at 400 feet, nearly four 
times the customary distance be- 
tween poles. On either side of the 
canal and rallway twin poles have 
been set up as an additional support! 
and a precaution against collapse at 
these crossings of rail and water 
traffic. 

Much is expected in the eastern 
villages of this link fn the Hydro 
system. It makes a complete cir. !- 
cult of the entire Eastern Ontario|’ 
system, offering routes both easter- 
ly and westerly. In other words, 
the east and west ends of this ser- 
vice which are supplied mostly from | 
the plants at Healey Falls, Campbell-! 
ford. Trenton and Frankford, have 
not only the former main transmis- 
sion line along the Lake shore but 
also the alternative new route 
through Norwood and Peterboro. 

The new line parallels the high-

Hospital and Home 
Penny Bags 


Editor Ontario:— 

Within the Inst two months the 
Woman's Christian Association has 
placed in most of the homes and bus- 
iness places in the city Penny Bags 
iv which the citizens are asked to 
contribute monthly what small or 
large sums they can spare in order 
to ald the financing in the upkeep 
of the Belleville General Hospital 
and the Home for the Friendlesa. 

It 1s not necessary to give details 
fn regard to the increased cost of 
liying and overhead expenses; how 
within the last few years food and 
necessities have more than doubled 
in price. The Hospital and Home 
have these to contend with-as well 
as the private individual. 

There are about forty beds in the 
| Hospital that do not pay for them- 
iselves, and while the revenue derlv- 
ed from the other beds meets the 
cost for their maintenance, there 
are & grexter proportion of sick peo- 
ple who cannot afford the full cost 
for room, food, nursing, and, in the 
public wards, medical attendance 
and medicines. It ts for the bene- 
fit of these patients that the W.C.A. 
has to seek- funds. During the last 
few months the amount of money 
needed for‘ordinary running expens- 
es has been far above the revenue 
recelved from the Hospital earnings. 
The grants from the city and county, 
the government grant: for Indigent 
patients, and subscriptions, are not 
enough to make up the deficit. So 
we are appealing to the generosity 
of the citizens. Otherwise at the 
end-of the year (October) thé W: 
C. A. will have a heavy debt for or- 
dinary maintenance, the first time-in 
twelve years, 

As for the Home, all that is ne- 
\Cessary to say is that last year the 
expenses were over $500.00 above 
the funds avallable.for its upkeep 
from the city grant, - government 
grant, proceeds from garden party 
and subscriptions.

According to the deathbed story 
attributed to Peter Ney, Wellington 
had Iinterceded and saved his life. 
The firing squad had been instructed

brothers, Johan and Pierre. 

There is a record that Joan mar- 
tied Robert des Armoires, a country 
gentleman, after her reappearance;

of 1476, containing the testimony of

years after the fire in Rouen, Joan’s 
tamily was entertaining her as an 
hogored guest. An old manuscript 
in the British Museum reads as fol- 
lows: “They burned her or another 
woman like her, on which point many 
Dersons cre (and have been) of dif- 
ferent opinions.”

~BSince the war the minds of the 
People haye turned particularly to 
the physique of the nation. It wad 
shown when our boys began to train 
how many wero physically deficient. 

Physical education . is not merely 
taking ‘exercise but it is developing 
the body, making one “healthy “and 
strong and well formed. ‘ 

A baby’s physical development 
starts the minute it breathes its first 
breath. When it is two or-three 
months old it. will notice an. object 
held up before it and as it grows 
older will learn’ how to hold the 
object and manipulate it with. ease. 
As the child grows to be a boy he 
develops his own inclinations and 
follows them with freedom and his 
actions are perfectly natural. A child 
shouid be a child of nature. 

Bat when a child once starts to 
schoo! there are restraints. placed 
upon him and he is comgélled to 
conform with rules of the school, All 
this tenders to change his physical 
condition, if the physical education is 
not taught. 

Children sit in a careless’ way in 
their seats In school which tends to 
make them round shouldered, flat- 
chested, slouchy, but if they were to 
sit properly they would be neat and 
tidy, straight and tall and hare 
beauty of form. A large proportion 
of physical ills are due to school life. 
When one,is standing In a proper 
position a perpendicular tine passes 
from a little to one side of the ankle. 
towards the toes, to the top of the 
head. In any other position the 
natural: curves of the spine are 
thrown out of piace. If we are round 
shouldered the bones of our chest do 
not expand and If we stand in a list- 
les’ \position the abdominal muscles 
are misplaced. 

The fashion of thé day has great 
power on physical ideals. Girls will 
imitate the standing and sitting 
Posture that fashion plates show and 
{In consequence. become physical 
wrecks. 

These physical {lls can be, mini- 
mized by physical drill, and 
dancing. The Swedish Aystem of 
physical education Is ggaérally used 
although it has been / changed by 
doctots and scientists ofJater years. 
All parts of the body are developed 
harmoniously and equally.” Physical 
education strengthens the muscles. 
to counter-act defeat and correct 
mal-posture. 

Discipline must be enforced 
physical education which gives 
Prompt obedience. great muscular 
control and will-power of coftrolling 
himself. A gymnist’s mind must be 
centred wholly upon himself. 

Games stimulate the body and 
Tefréshen the mind. Every player 
should play the game for his own 
enjoyment. This ealls forth fair play, 
self-confidence and a public spirit. 

Dancing ia a sense of rhythm. 
Dancing is the oldest. art as the 
Greeks used itas. a form of their 
religion.: It produces ease of move- 
ment and gracefulness. The minds 
of children should be educated and 
directed to the natural: desire for 
graceful and “beautiful movements. 
If the child were taught these in the 
school there would -be less cry 
against’the social dances, of today. 

Each school” shonld be provided 
with a physical director, who has 
completed training on that work. It 
is almost necessary for the girls to 
have a tady director.as she can dis- 
cern the physical ills of girls, more 
quickly than men./ The course Is 
very laborious, taking three years to 
complete the full course. It is only 
the trained eye that;can appreciate 
the fine points in physical 
ment. :

The annual logs of life and Prop- 
erty through fires and accidents 
which ought to be preventible is so 
great that we condemn ourselves as 
an inefMcient people if we canno: re- 
dug ite #4 Sy. 

In the United ates in 1918 the 
fire loss on insured” property alone 
amounted to $283,1031¢1, The 
experts declare that ninety per‘ dent, 
of these fires were preventible—t, 
fs to say, that but for neglect or care- 
lessness they would not have occur- 
red. A man may think that losses 
from fire do not concern him unless 
something he owns js burned. But 
the fact Is’ that anybody's fire is at 
everybody's expensé, 

The'waste of life and property has 
to be made up at the general expense. 
It enters into the cost of production, 
for which the consumers pay. The 
experts who have been analyzing 
conditions make the startling asser- 
tion that a person {s twice as lable 
to die from accident ag from old age, 
and that«in the United States one 
Person fs killed accidentally every 
five minutes, at ie 

The loss of life from- fires and ac- 
cidents probably is at “a lesser rate 
in Canada than in thé United States, 
but not much leas according to popu- 
lation.

Travelers-who have been persuaded |

The palolo is a marine worm, and 
is rather a mystery, being never seen 
save on two or three nights in the 
entire year. Its appearance seems to 
be regulated by the moon. 

The night when the October moon 
changes to the third quarter is chosen 
by the palolo for its first appearance, 
When the moon rises the sea is seen 
to be alive with wriggling green and 
brown worms, some of them a. yard 
or more {p ijength. 

The natives, ready in advance,
